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Campaign  test 
attacks  Church 
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BOISE,  Idaho  (AP)  —  A  political  “experiment" 
called  “Anyone  But  Church”  is  under  way  in  Idaho. 
Its  target,  Sen.  Frank  Church,  claims  it’s  making 
Idaho  “the  guinea  pig  state  for  a  new  form  of  political 
assassination  by  out-of-staters.” 

The  “experiment”  so  far  has  drawn  the  following 
headlines: 

“Running  Scared  In  Idaho”  —  Wall  Street  Jour¬ 
nal. 

“Church  Perceived  as  Apostle  Fearful  of  Election 
Disaster”  —  Washington  Post. 

“Church  is  ‘Running  Scared’  in  Intense  Idaho 
Campaign”  —  Washington  Star. 

“Sen.  Church  Seeks  To  Reverse  Image  At  Home” 
—  Los  Angeles  Times. 

All  this,  despite  the  fact  that  no  candidate  has 
emerged  to  oppose  the  four-term,  55-year-old  incum¬ 
bent  Democrat. 

The  newspaper  articles  suggest  that  Church,  chair¬ 


man  of  the  Senate  Foreign  Relations  Committee,  is 
trying  desperately  to  salvage  his  notable  political 
career. 

Anyone  But  Church  is  run  by  two  Idaho  men,  Jake 
Hansen,  25,  and  Don  Todd,  36.  It  is  an  affiliate  of  the 
National  Conservative  Political  Action  Committee  of 
Arlington,  Va.,  which  has  selected  five  Democratic 
senators  to  defeat  in  1980:  Church,  George  McGovern 
of  South  Dakota,  John  Culver  of  Iowa,  Alan  Cranston 
of  California  and  Birch  Bayh  of  Indiana. 

“This  campaign  is  really  an  experiment,”  said 
Hansen.  “...  It  allows  us  to  attack  an  incumbent 
without  giving  the  challenger  a  negative  image.” 

Wes  McCune,  president  of  Group  Research  Inc.,  a 
Washington,  D.C.,  organization  that  researches  con¬ 
servative  groups,  said,  “This  political  action  commit¬ 
tee  idea  has  never  really  been  tried  before. 

"...  The  idea  is  to  attack  the  incumbent  early,  way 
before  the  election,  to  soften  him  up,”  he  continued. 
“But  the  candidate  who  is  going  to  challenge  the  in¬ 


cumbent  can’t  do  it  without  creating  a  negative  im¬ 
age,  so  they  create  these  stalking  horses  to  do  the 
dirty  work.  It’s  very  ingenious.” 

McCune  said  his  research  indicates  NCPAC’s 
original  No.  1  target  was  McGovern,  followed  closely 
by  Church. 

“That’s  not  iust  based  on  how  much  they  hate 
them,  but  on  how  vulnerable  they  are,”  McCune 
said.  “They’ve  picked  two  states  (South  Dakota  and 
Idaho)  that  are  sparsely  populated,  where  the  buck 
goes  farther.” 

When  asked  if  the  anti-Church  campaign  was 
working,  Church  replied,  “I  don’t  think  so.  Idaho 
voters  are  very  independent  and  they  won’t  buy  a 
campaign  that  comes  from  out  of  state.” 

But  Terry  Dolan,  national  director  of  NCPAC, 
said,  “So  far,  I’d  say  the  Idaho  campaign  has  had  the 
best  results.”  Idaho’s  campaign  is  tne  best  organized 
and  the  efforts  against  the  other  targeted  senators 
were  just  gearing  up,  he  added. 
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STERLING,  Va.  (AP)  —  Feminist 
Sonia  Johnson,  who  campaigned  for 
the  Equal  Rights 
Amendment,  was 
excommunicated 
Wednesday  by  the 
Mormon  Church. 

The  43-year-old 
mother  of  four  said 
she  plans  to  appeal 
the  verdict,  which 
she  received  by 
registered  mail 
Wednesday.  Her 
appeal  would  be 
directed  to  the 
president  of  her  stake. 

The  verdict  followed  a  church  trial 
Saturday  in  her  Sterling,  Va.,  church. 

In  the  letter,  her  bishop,  Jeff  Willis, 
said  he  had  never  “tried  to  dissuade” 
her  from  campaigning  on  behalf  of  the 
ERA,  and  implied  —  as  he  has  in 
previous  statements  —  that  the  dis¬ 
pute  did  not  center  on  the  ERA. 

But,  Willis  said,  Mrs.  Johnson  in  the 
past  has  knowingly  preached  false 
church  doctrine,  hurt  the  church’s  mis¬ 
sionary  effort  and  undermined  the 
authority  of  the  church’s  leadership  by 
her  public  statements. 

“Your  testimony  and  public 
speeches  evidence  in  spirit  that  you  are 
not  in  harmony  with  church  doctrine 
concerning  the  nature  of  God  and  the 
manner  in  which  He  directs  His  church 
on  earth,”  wrote  Willis,  who  is  a  per¬ 
sonnel  officer  at  the  Central  In¬ 
telligence  Agency. 

Mrs.  Johnson,  who  is  a  founder  of 
“Mormons  for  ERA,”  has  claimed  her 
views  on  the  ERA,  which  the  church 
opposes,  are  the  reasons  for  the  church 
leaders’  disapproval.

“Utah’s  Bureau  of  Air  Quality  is  the  only  agency  in 
the  state  that  measures  pollution,”  Bradford  said. 

The  amount  of  pollution  being  monitored  now  is 
normal  for  this  time  of  year.  “The  problem  we  are 
facing  is  reducing  the  overall  pollution  along  the 
Wasatch  Front,”  he  added. 

Bradford  said  Geneva  is  one  of  the  major  sources  of 
pollution  in  that  area,  and  “must  be  controlled. 

“Geneva’s  problem  is  difficult  because  of  control 
technology.”  Bradford  explained  that  steel  plant  em- 
mission  control  is  unadvanced  in  relation  to  other 
industries. 

“The  question  is  what  we  are  going  to  install,  he 
said. 

The  federal  Clean  Air  Act  requires  that 
“reasonably  available  control  technology”  be  im¬ 
plemented.  Bradford  said  Geneva  needs  “additional 
control”  in  some  areas. 

Negotiations  between  U.S.  Steel  Co.  represen¬ 
tatives  and  the  EPA  to  decide  on  the  controls  to  be 
implemented  are  ongoing. 

Bradford  said  state  officials  remain  uninvolved  in 


the  negotiations  because  of  Gov.  Scott  Matheson’s 
stand  that  Geneva’s  plan  is  acceptable,  but  expect  to 
have  specific  details  of  the  talks  submitted  to  them 
at  public  hearings  on  the  state’s  air  clean-up  plan 
Thursday  and  Friday. 

In  a  written  statement  on  the  negotiations,  Rep. 
Gunn  McKay,  D-Utah,  said  the  negotiations  are  at  a 
“crucial  stage”  and  no  specific  details  will  be 
revealed  at  this  time. 

“We  are  seeing  optimistic  signs  of  progress  at  last. 
Many  details  still  need  to  be  worked  out,  but  we  now 
have  reason  for  firm  optimism.” 

The  statement  quoted  EPA  Regional  Ad¬ 
ministrator  Roger  Williams  as  saying,  “Now 
technology  is  the  key.  We’re  looking  at  more  in¬ 
novative  engineering  techniques,  such  as  operation 
and  maintenance  as  opposed  to  very  costly  installa¬ 
tion  of  major  control  equipment.  That’s  an  advance¬ 
ment  that  is  significant  because  we  feel  it  has  the 
potential  of  meeting  the  Clean  Air  Act  requirements 
and  at  the  same  time  it  appears  it  will  be  significan¬ 
tly  less  costly.” 


Carter's  Iran  plan: 
'tighten  the  screws' 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Carter  told  a  group  of 
congressmen  Wednesday  night  that  he  will  “turn  the 
screws  a  little  tighter”  on  Iran  every  few  days,  participants 
said. 

The  president’s  promise  came  on  a  day  of  nation-wide 
demonstrating  condemning  the  holding  of  50  American 
hostages  in  Iran. 

The  president  outlined  a  series  of  economic  and 
diplomatic  steps  which  he  is  prepared  to  initiate  in  coming 
days  if  the  hostages  are  not  released,  the  congressmen  said. 

Among  the  options  open  to  him  is  a  complete  cutoff  of 
U.S.  food  shipments  to  Iran,  Carter  told  the  group  of  about 
100  House  members  at  a  dinner  session  at  the  White  House. 
Carter  said  that  for  all  practical  purposes  food  shipments 
have  already  been  halted  because  of  the  freezing  of  Iranian 
assets  in  the  United  States. 

The  press  was  barred  from  the  meeting,  but  Carter  was 
quoted  by  participants  as  saying  that  economic  pressures 
already  are  beginning  to  build  up  on  Iran. 

One  congressman  quoted  Carter  as  saying  that  the 
arrival  of  U.S.  warships  in  the  waters  off  Iran  had  caused 
Lloyd’s  of  London  ana  other  insurers  to  declare  the  area  a 
war  zone,  effectively  boosting  insurance  rates  400  percent 
for  ocean  shipping  in  and  out  of  the  country. 


“It  means  an  awful  lot  of  people  aren’t  going  to  ship  into 
Iran,”  said  the  congressman,  who  asked  not  to  be  iden¬ 
tified. 

Some  of  the  House  members  said  Carter  had  given  them 
reason  to  hope  for  release  of  the  captives,  but  others  said 
Carter  promised  no  early  end  to  the  affair. 

While  Carter  met  with  members  of  the  House,  Vice 
President  Walter  F.  Mondale*  accepted  a  petition  with  8,- 
500  signitures  from  citizens  of  Albert  Lea,  Minn.  The  peti¬ 
tion  called  for  the  release  of  the  hostages. 

So  did  Mayor  Dale  Shaffer  of  Falls  City,  Iowa,  as  he 
issued  a  proclamation  declaring  Dec.  6-8  as  “Free  the 
Hostages  Days.” 

The  battle  cry  of  “Remember  Pearl  Harbor”  was  recalled 
by  cab  drivers  in  New  York  who  liken  the  holding  of  the 
hostages  to  the  Japanese  attack  38  years  ago  this  week. 

Anti-Iranian  demonstrations  at  Washington  and  Lee  Un¬ 
iversity  in  Lexington,  Va.,  developed  into  a  crowd  of  about 
400  students  burning  Iranian  flags,  effigies  of  Khomeini, 
and  chanting  “Test  the  Neutron  Bomb. 

The  historic  Trinity  Church  which  faces  Wall  Street  in 
Manhattan  joined  other  churches  across  the  land  in  pealing 
its  bells  at  noon.  A  pastor  in  Providence,  R.I.,  asked  his 
congregation  to  join  him  in  fasting  and  prayer.

Johnson  referred  to  the  leaders’  opposi¬ 
tion  to  the  ERA  and  accused  the 
church  of  forcing  its  4.5  million  mem¬ 
bers  “to  support  selected  ultra¬ 
conservative  political  causes  by  threat 
of  excommunication.” 

Excommunication  is  the  harshest  of 
a  number  of  penalties  the  church  could 
have  handed  down.  Mormons  believe 
that  persons  who  are  excommunicated 


are  doomed  to  be  separated  from  their 
families  in  heaven. 

A  church  statement  Wednesday  said 
excommunication  does  not  preclude 
Mrs.  Johnson  from  rejoining  the 
church.  But  if  Mrs.  Johnson  were  to  do 
so,  she  would  have  to  repent.  She 
believes  she  has  done  nothing  for 
which  to  repent.

Decision  on  Sonia 
draws  Utah  support

The  decision  to  excommunicate 
Sonia  Johnson  drew  the  support  of 
most  Utah  women  interviewed  Wed- , 
nesday,  who  said  it  was  made  not 
because  of  her  stand  on  the  Equal 
Rights  Amendment,  but  rather  as  a 
result  of  her  open  opposition  to  LDS 
Church  leaders. 

“I  can  understand  Sonia’s  feeling 
that  she  shouldn’t  be  prosecuted  by 
the  church  for  her  political  beliefs,  but 
because  of  the  methods  she  used  to  op¬ 
pose  the  church’s  stand  she  should  be 
excommunicated,”  said  Julie  Jones, 
an  accounting  major  from  Bountiful. 

Jan  Yeaman,  a  family  financial 
counseling  major  from  Pleasanton, 
Calif.,  echoed  Miss  Jones’s  words.  “If  I 
went  into  a  poll  and  voted  yes  on  ERA, 
I  wouldn’t  be  excommunicated  for 
that.  But  Sonia’s  denouncement  of  the 
prophet  and  the  church  leaders  is  what 
she  was  found  guilty  of.” 

Jaynann  M.  Payne,  former  Mrs. 
Utah  and  an  active  anti-ERA 
spokeswoman,  said  she  felt  Mrs. 
Johnson  had  done  a  great  injustice  to 
the  church.  “She  could  be  misleading 
many  people  and  doing  a  lot  of 
damage,”  Mrs.  Payne  said. 

“It  brings  me  a  lot  of  sorrow  and 
heartbreak  to  see  the  separation  in  the 
church  over  this  issue,”  she  continued. 

“Sonia  never  spoke  to  the  issue  of 
ERA  itself  in  relationship  to  the 
church,  just  that  the  church  wouldn’t 
let  her  support  it,”  Mrs.  Payne  said. 

“Sonia  really  displayed  a  lack  of  in¬ 
tegrity  since  the  bishop’s  court  this  last 
week.  Her  position  on  ERA  was  not  the 
reason  for  the  trial  and,  although  she 
knew  that,  she  did  not  acknowledge 
it,”  said  Ida  Smith,  director  of  the 
BYU  Women’s  Institute. 

“I  also  question  her  integrity  when 
she  continued  to  say  she  is  a  fifth 
generation  Latter-day  Saint  and  she 
didn’t  want  to  lose  her  church  mem¬ 
bership.  But  not  once  did  she  state  she 
had  a  testimony  of  the  (truthfulness  of 
the)  church.  I  don’t  really  know  where 
she  stands,”  Miss  Smith  said.  Sonia 
made  it  virtually  impossible  for  her 


leaders  to  take  any  other  action,  Miss 
Smith  said. 

“When  Mrs.  Johnson  went  public 
with  her  opposition  to  the  church’s 
stand  on  ERA,  it  became  their 
business  to  take  some  action  against 
her,”  said  a  BYU  woman  who  re¬ 
quested  that  her  name  be  withheld. 

“I  feel  Mrs.  Johnson  is  using  the 
church  for  publicity  purposes  and  if 
she  truly  believed  in  the  church,  she 
wouldn’t  use  it  in  this  scandalous 
way,”  said  Jill  Harris,  ASBYU 
Women’s  Office  vice  president.  “It  will 
be  a  good  sorting  of  the  wheat  and  the 
tares  for  other  ERA  supporters  in  the 
church,”  she  said.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  It  was  a 
variation  on  “Three  Little  Pigs”  at 
15,000  feet.  When  the  non-smoker 
huffed  and  the  smokers  puffed,  the 
pilot  brought  their  plane  down. 

Capt.  Larry  Kinsey  was  piloting 
Eastern  Flight  1410  Wednesday 
morning  when  “an  insurrection” 
between  smokers  and  non-smokers 
led  him  to  land  the  Washington-to- 
New  York  8  a.m.  shuttle  at 
Baltimore -Washington  Inter¬ 
national  Airport  in  Linthicum, 
Md. 

Some  of  the  177  passengers  can¬ 
celed  out  in  Maryland,  but  the  rest 
were  put  aboard  a  different  plane 
with  a  new  crew,  arriving  at 
LaGuardia  Airport  nearly  three 
hours  late. 

The  problem:  A  non-smoker 
seated  in  the  smoking  section  of 
the  filled  727  demanded  his  area  be 
made  non-smoking.  When  it  was, 
the  adjacent  passengers  —  who 
thought  they  were  still  in  a  smok¬ 
ing  area  —  lit  up.

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Western  energy  plan  developed  Utah  gets  new  federal  judge 


PHOENIX,  Ariz.  —  Representatives  of  10 
western  states  and  24  Indian  tribes  announced 
agreement  Wednesday  on 
western  energy  development 
and  concerns. 

Throwing  down  the  gauntlet 
to  the  rest  of  the  country,  they 
in  effect  set  the  West’s  terms  j 
for  using  its  resources  to  j 
achieve  the  nation’s  energy  i 
dependence. 

Their  five  areas  of  “positive  I 
and  substantial”  agreement  j 
showed  —  in  the  words  of  Gov. 

Bruce  Babbitt  of  Arizona  —  bruce  babbitt 
“we  have  common  interests  in 
developing  the  mountain  West  to  make  sure  that 
our  energy  resources  are  used  wisely,  utilized  for 
the  benefit  of  the  West,  the  people  who  live  here 
and  future  generations...” 

Peter  MacDonald,  head  of  the  Navajo  Tribe  and 
chairman  of  the  Council  of  Energy  Resource  Tribes 
(CERT),  called  it  an  “energy  treaty.. .with  respect 
to  what  we  would  like  to  see  our  national  govern¬ 
ment  respond...” 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Newly  confirmed  Utah 
federal  Judge  David  K.  Winder  said  Wednesday 
that  he  favors  allowing  the  press  to  cover  court 
proceedings  with  cameras  and  tape  recorders. 

Winder  was  confirmed  Tuesday  by  the  Senate  as 
Utah’s  third  U.S.  District  Court  judge.  He  could  be 
sworn  in  as  early  as  Friday. 

However,  Winder  said  he  has  at  least  10  to  12 
days  of  work  to  complete  in  Utah’s  third  judicial 
district  before  he  can  begin  work  as  a  federal  judge. 

Winder,  a  Democrat,  was  nominated  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Carter  after  being  picked  by  a  special  panel  as 
one  of  five  possible  candidates  for  the  judgeship. 
His  nomination  was  supported  by  Gov.  Scott 
Matheson  and  all  four  members  of  Utah’s  con¬ 
gressional  delegation. 

Federal  Judge  Willis  Ritter,  who  died  in  1978, 
banned  cameras  and  tape  recorders  from  anywhere 
inside  or  immediately  outside  the  the  Salt  Lake 
City  post  office  building  where  federal  courts  are 
located. 


IPP  chooses  Wyoming  coal 


Soviet  diamonds  flood  market 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Wyoming  coal,  which 
costs  half  as  much  as  Utah  coal,  may  be  used  to  fire 
the  proposed  Intermountain  Power  Project,  IPP  of¬ 
ficials  say. 

IPP  spokesman  Clark  Layton  told  the  In¬ 
teragency  Task  Force  on  Power  Plant  Siting  Tues¬ 
day  that  preliminary  studies  indicate  it  is  much 
cheaper  to  transport  Wyoming  stripmined  coal  to 
the  proposed  IPP  site  at  Lynndyl  than  to  use  coal 
from  Utah’s  Emery-Carbon  district. 

Layton  said  present  thinking  leans  toward  using 
a  blend  of  Wyoming  and  Utah  coal  to  fire  the 
3,000-megawatt  plant.  The  plant  would  require  an 
estimated  9  million  tons  of  coal  a  year,  nearly  the 
entire  amount  of  Utah  coal  now  produced. 

Layton  said  the  consortium  of  public  utilities 
building  the  IPP  had  wanted  to  locate  the  plant  at 
Salt  Wash  near  Hanksville,  closer  to  major  Utah 
coalfields.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  The  Soviet  Union  has 
been  flooding  the  world  market  with  its  diamonds 
in  an  effort  to  cash  in  on  the  boom  in  precious 
stones,  says  the  president  of  the  Gold  and  Dia¬ 
mond  Exchange. 

“Their  action  has  caused  DeBeers,  the  world’s 
largest  diamond  producer  and  marketer,  to  reduce 
by  20  percent  the  amount  of  unpolished  stones 
released  at  the  Dec.  4  sight,  causing  some  anxiety,” 
said  Douglas  Brown,  exchange  president. 

The  DeBeers  cartel’s  sight  is  a  listing  of  stones 
and  prices  available  through  the  South  West 
African  supplier.  The  exchange,  based  in  Utah,  is  a 
private  listing  service  for  buyers  and  sellers  of  gold 
and  diamonds,  and  it  circulates  a  national  newslet¬ 
ter  reporting  on  the  gold  and  diamond  industries. 

Because  of  the  Russian  action,  “there  have  ... 
been  rumors  of  a  5  percent  price  decrease  in  certain 
investment  grade  stones,”  Brown  said.  “They 
(DeBeers)  have  been  buying  polished  diamonds  to

Provo  plans  construction  projects

Rising  construction 
costs  prompted  the 
Provo  City  Com¬ 
missioners’  vote  Tues¬ 
day  night  to  increase 
from  $1.4  million  to  $2.2 
million  a  request  for  a 
federal  grant  to  aid  in 
the  construction  of  a 
downtown  motel  and  an 
adjacent  multi-level 
parking  structure. 

An  application  for  an 
Urban  Development  Ac¬ 
tion  grant  from  the 
federal  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban 
Development  (HUD) 
was  submitted  last  July. 


The  city  com¬ 
missioners  voted  to 
amend  the  application 
to  allow  for  increased 
construction  costs  for 
the  parking  structure 
and  to  obtain  money  to 
lend  to  the  developer  of 
the  motel. 


Plaza  Development, 
Inc.,  a  Utah  corporation, 
plans  to  build  a  225 
room,  $12  million  motel 
on  the  block  between 
Center  Street  and  100 
North,  and  100  West 
and  200  West. 

“This  is  a  grant  to  the 
city,  not  the  developer,” 
Madsen  explained. 

“The  city  will  own  the 
parking  structure, 
renting  out  space  to  the 
motel.  The  motel  will 
manage  and  maintain 
the  entire  structure,” 
Madsen  continued. 
“We’re  still  negotiating 
on  how  much  the 
developer  will  pay  for 
renting  the  structure.” 

The  motel  will  be 
completely  owned  by  the 
developer. 

“We  just  got  an  up¬ 
dated  figure  on  the  con¬ 
struction  costs  of  the 
parking  structure  in¬ 
creasing  it  from  $1.4 
million  to  $1.6  million,” 


Madsen  said.  “That  ac¬ 
counts  for  $200,000  of 
the  grant  increase.  The 
balance  of  that,  $600,- 
000,  will  be  a  loan  to  the 
developer. 

“If  the  $600,000  is  ob¬ 
tained,  it  will  be  the  first 
loan  the  city  has  made 
for  the  hotel,”  Madsen 
said. 

The  developers  may 
not  need  the  entire 
$600,000,  he  added. 
However,  the  applica¬ 
tion  for  the  grant  must 
be  in  , before  the 
developers’  cash  flow  is 
completely  calculated, 
Madsen  explained.  The 
federal  money  is  being 
requested  just  in  case 
the  developer  does  need 
it  to  help  finance  hotel 
construction.

“The  fruit  industry  is  on  an  increase 
here  in  Utah  and  there  is  a  great  need 
to  develop  it  through  experimenta¬ 
tion,”  said  Ralph  Horn,  county  agent 
for  Utah  County.  “Eighty  percent  of 
the  commercial  fruit  grown  in  the  state 
of  Utah  is  produced  in  Utah  County  so 
we  feel  that  our  proposal  would  be  an 
excellent  use  of  this  public  land,”  he 
said. 


A  third  proposal  came  from  local 
citizens  who  live  near  the  mountain,

Code  of  honor 


Check  fraud  increasing  at  Y

Despite  agreeing  to 
abide  by  the  BYU  Code 
of  Honor,  some  students 
still  write  bad  checks, 
thinking  of  them  as 
short  term  loans,  said 
BYU  Security  Chief  , 
Robert  W.  Kelshaw. 


Kelshaw  said  the  per¬ 
centage  of  checks  that 
bounce  is  not  a  large 
one,  but  is  still  a 
problem. 

The  BYU  bursar’s  of¬ 
fice  is  responsible  for 
collecting  on  bad 
checks.  “We  are  able  to 
collect  funds  on  about  90 
percent  of  the  checks 
that  are  written  on  ac¬ 
counts  with  insufficient 
funds,”  said  Gary  Hen¬ 
dry  of  the  bursar’s  office. 


“Basically,  I  feel  the 
problem  lies  in  subtrac¬ 
tion  mistakes,”  he  said. 
“Very  few  students  have 
malicious  intent  when 
they  write  a  check  that 
doesn’t  have  the  funds 
to  cover  it.” 

Elwin  Pulsipher  of 
University  Standards, 
says  the  percentage  of 
bad  checks  written  at 
the  BYU  Bookstore  has 
increased  over  the  past 
few  years. 

“Sometimes  students 
write  a  check  on  money 
they  have  asked  their 
parents  to  deposit,  but 
which  their  parents  have 
really  not  yet 
deposited,”  he^aid. 

“Also,  some  students 
use  the  Bookstore  as  a 
loan  agency,”  Pulsipher 
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When  the  Bookstore 
discovers  that  a  check 
was  written  without  suf¬ 
ficient  funds  to  cover  it, 
the  student  is  notified 
immediately.  “We  let 
the  student  know,  and 
usually  the  student  is 
surprised  to  find  that 
the  check  is  bad,”  said 
Hendry. 

If  a  check  is  not  paid 
within  two  or  three 
weeks,  the  student’s 
records  are  put  on  finan¬ 
cial  hold. 

“We  also  hire  two  stu¬ 
dents  who  work  part- 
time  collecting  on 
checks,”  said  Hendry.  If 
a  student  writes  two  or 
more  checks  on  insuf¬ 
ficient  funds,  he  is 
placed  on  a  “Cash 
Customer  Only”  list,  to 
which  the  cashiers  of¬ 
fices  in  the  Bookstore 
and  the  Smoot  building 
refer  when  checks  are 
submitted  for  cashing. 

“If  students  are  on  the 
CCO,  they  must  ap 


about  14  cases  a  year 
which  if  feels  merit 
further  investigation. 
Some  cases  are  referred 
to  the  Provo  City  attor- 


“By  the  time  we 
receive  a  case,  those 
without  malicious  intent 
have  pretty  much  been 
weeded  out,’’  said 
Robert  D.  Bradford, 
assistant  city  attorney. 
“It  is  our  policy  to 
prosecute  those;  in¬ 
dividuals  who  write 
fraudulent  checks. 

“It  is  amazing  and  sad 
to  see  the  number  of 
people  that  go  to  BYU 
and  succumb  to  the 
various  temptations,” 
said  Bradford.  However, 
he  added,  “BYU  is  by 
far  better  than  other 
schools.” 


“I  feel  Mrs.  Johnson  is

The  emblems  that  are  presented  for  good  effort  on 
the  game  field  are  hatchets,  footballs,  skull  and 
crossbones,  and  a  Cougar.  Points  are  earned  in 
various  ways  for  effort  on  offense,  defense,  special 
teams,  and  kicking. 

A  hatchet  emblem  embodies  sacrifice.  Any  hard 
hit  on  defense  or  offense  causing  a  fumble,  tackle  on  a 
kick-off  inside  the  20-yard  line,  tackle  on  a  punt 
within  four  yards  of  the  reception,  a  quarterback 
sack,  or  any  great  downfield  block  is  worthy  of  this 
award. 

A  football  emblem  is  awarded  for  skill  and  savvy, 
defined  by  the  coaches  as  any  great  catch,  any  hard 
run,  fumble  recovery,  interception,  blocked  kick,  or 
field  goal  over  30  yards. 

Scoring  a  touchdown,  passing  for  a  TD,  or  kicking 
a  field  goal  less  than  30  yards  is  worth  one-half  of  a 
football.  Kicking  a  PAT  (an  extra-point  kick  after  a 


touchdown  for  you  non-fans)  is  worth  one-fourth  of  a 
football. 

The  skull  and  crossbones  decal  denotes  spirit  and 
this  award  is  given  to  any  special  team  member  who 
makes  a  consistent  outstanding  effort. 

The  Cougar  award  emblem  stands  for  success  and 
is  awarded  to  any  gridder  who  makes  a  big  game¬ 
winning  play  which  determines  victory  for  the  team. 

With  the  success  the  Cougars  have  experienced 
this  year  and  the  skill  and  dominance  the  team  has 
shown  at  nearly  every  position,  there  shouldn’t  be  too 
much  white  space  left  on  Cougar  helmets.

Last  year’s  NCAA  player  of  the  year,  junior  Bobby 
Clampett  from  Carmel,  Calif.,  is  also  off  to  a  good 
start  by  winning  the  Tucker  tournament  and  taking 
second  in  the  Southwestern  Intercollegiate.  Coach 
Tucker  also  noted  the  play  of  juniors  Dave  Desantes 
from  Tuscon,  Ariz.,  and  Dick  Zokel  from  British 
Columbia,  Canada,  as  main  factors  in  the  team’s 
success. 

There  are  14  members  on  the  team,  and  of  these 
four  or  five  play  in  each  tournament.  The  tourna¬ 
ments  usually  last  two  or  three  days  with  54  or  72 
holes  being  played.  The  combined  scores  of  the 
players  are  added  up  for  each  team  and  the  lowest 
cumulative  score  determines  the  team  winner. 
Naturally,  the  player  with  the  lowest  personal  score 
is  the  individual  winner. 

The  golf  team  has  won  nine  WAC  championships, 
more  than  any  other  intercollegiate  athletic  team  at 
BYU  besides  the  wrestling  team,  and  is  a  favorite  to 
win  the  conference  this  year. 

The  first  place  team,  and  usually  the  second  place 
team  in  the  WAC  are  invited  to  participate  the  in 
NCAA  playoffs  in  the  spring,  when  a  national  cham¬ 
pion  is  determined.  Eight  districts  will  be  represen¬ 
ted  and  in  district  seven,  which  includes  BYU,  there 
are  24  teams.

Jazz  dance: 

rhythm,  ritual

Many  ideas  come  to  mind  when  jazz  dance  is  men¬ 
tioned.  The  unconventional  is  performed  by  those 
whose  total  conscience  is  wrapped  up  in  what  they 
are  expressing. 

Jazz  music,  too,  has  unconventional  rhythms 
which  go  hand  in  hand  with  the  dance  and  allow  the 
performers  to  create  their  own  expression  which  they 
then  express  to  the  audience. 

“Jazz  is  one  of  the  few  Afro-American  forms  of  art 
left,”  explained  Blaine  Chambers,  head  of  jazz  dance 
at  BYU.  “Early  African  cultures  used  poly-rhythms 
and  syncopated  rhythms  in  their  rituals.” 

“They  used  to  stomp  on  the  ground  to  let  the 
animals  know  they  were  coming  to  hunt  them,” 

Chambers  said  of  the  native  African  tribes.  “Many  of 
their  dances  were  highly  emotional.” 

The  first  black  musical,  “Shuffle  Along”  in  1921, 
began  a  decade  of  such.  Dances  like  “Black  Bottom,” 

“Big  Apple,”  “The  Lindy  Hop,”  and  the  “Turkey 
Trot”  are  just  a  few  that  began  in  New  Orleans, 
among  other  southern  cities. 

“With  the  debut  of  Agnes  DeMille’s  ‘Oklahoma,’ 
jazz  dance  was  first  brought  into  the  public  eye,” 

Chambers  said.  “It  seemed  to  work  its  way  into  the 
musical  theater  beginning  with  ‘Oklahoma.’  ” 

Craig  Call,  dance  instructor  for  BYU,  said  jazz  is 
very  appealing  to  most  people.  “Jazz  is  closer  to  the 
musical  theater  than  other  forms  of  dance,”  he  ex¬ 
plained. 

“Jazz  has  a  very  rich  heritage,”  said  Chambers. 

“Most  jazz  things  have  been  recreated.  They  don’t 
create  on  their  own.” 

Call,  a  choreographer,  said  jazz  is  shunned  by  some 
people  because  of  the  expressiveness  of  the  dance. 

“You  will  not  find  jazz  taught  the  way  I  teach  it,” 
said  Call.  “I  will  not  cater  to  the  lower  tastes.” 

Call  said  there  is  a  tremendous  expressive  form  in 
the  musical  theater.  “The  dance  is  used  to  tell  the 
story  and  express  the  happiness  and  sadness;  it’s  a 
natural.” 

“Jazz  is  comparatively  becoming  more  popular,” 
shid  Ellen  Mathias,  jazz  instructor  for  BYU. 

Miss  Mathias  explained  the  change  that  takes 
place  when  students  take  the  class.  “They  finally  dis¬ 
cover  themselves,  their  self-esteem  and  they  begin  to 
like  themselves,”  she  said.  “Most  of  the  students 
take  the  class  for  P.E.  credit  or  just  for  fun,  and  they 
like  it. 

“Jazz  is  hard  to  define.  It  is  something  that  you 
just  have  to  come  and  see,”  said  Miss  Mathias. 

“I  challenge  anyone  to  take  a  jazz  class,”  said 
Chambers.  “The  emotions  are  superfluous  to  the 
steps.”

Anti- Mormon  film 
now  roaring  farce

We  have  all  heard  our  share  of  missionary  ex¬ 
periences,  but  have  you  heard  the  story  about 
the  Mormon  missionaries  who  were  sent 
around  the  globe  for  the  sole  purpose  and  in¬ 
tent  of  enticing  unsuspecting  young  beauties 
from  England  to  the  “godforsaken^  state  of 
’  Utah  to  entrap  them  in  their  harem  of 
polygamous  wives? 

Well,  this  was  the  attitude  early  filmmakers 
had  when  they  created  the  1922  film,  “Trapped 
By  the  Mormons.”  This  movie,  perhaps  the 
most  widely  acclaimed  anti-Mormon  film  of  its 
time,  created  a  hatred  of  Mormons  by  people  in 
the  United  Kingdom. 

The  film,  banned  in  the  United  States 
because  of  influential  efforts  made  by  LDS 
Church  leader  and  Sen.  Reed  Smoot,  left 
mixed  feelings  in  the  minds  of  many  Mormons. 
The  film  did  help  to  advertise  the  church,  and 
members  felt  anyone  seeing  it  should  be  able  to 
sense  that  its  content  is  false. 

The  silent  movie  deals  with  Nora,  a  young 
girl  from  Manchester,  England,  who  is  per¬ 
suaded  to  leave  her  sweetheart  and  follow  a 
hypnotic  Mormon  Elder.  He  gets  her  as  far  as 
London  before  his  hidious  intentions  are  dis¬ 
covered.  What  happens  after  that  is  something 
to  behold. 

Though  today’s  audiences,  particularly  Mor¬ 
mons,  will  find  this  film  a  fantastic  comedy 
and  a  farce,  this  subject  was  not  a  laughing 
matter  when  it  first  appeared  on  the  screen  in 
the  1920s. 

The  film’s  topic  was  believable  to  many,  and 
the  attitude  it  created  made  missionary  work 
in  England,  especially  door-to-door  tracting, 
an  almost  impossible  task. 

This  honest-to-goodness  anti-Mormon  film

Roger  Wagner,  the  founder  and  director  of  the 
orld-famous  Roger  Wagner  Chorale,  will  conduct 


the  Utah  Symphony  and  the  Utah  Chorale  in  Johann 
Sebastian  Bach’s  “Christmas  Oratorio.”  Perfor¬ 
mances  will  begin  at  8  p.m.  in  Symphony  Hall  Dec.  7 
and  8. 

JoAnn  Ottley,  soprano;  Alyce  Rogers,  contralto; 
Louis  Welcher,  tenor;  and  Clayne  Robison,  baritone, 
will  be  the  group’s  soloists  for  this  powerful  oratorio 
which  has  been  described  as  “a  series  of  lyrical 
meditations  presented  in  ariosos,  arias  and  choral 
numbers.” 

The  only  instrumental  passage  to  be  found  in  the 
entire  work  is  the  pastorale,  or  “shepherd  music,”  in 
the  key  of  G  major,  scored  for  flutes,  oboes,  strings 
and  organ  accompaniment.  This  serene  music  an¬ 
nounces  the  birth  of  Christ. 

Born  in  France,  the  son  of  the  organist  at  the 
famed  cathedral  of  Dijon,  Wagner  enjoys  both 
American  and  French  citizenship. 

The  Wagner  family  immigrated  to  the  United 
States  when  Roger  was  seven.  However,  he  returned 
to  France  in  1932  to  complete  his  undergraduate 
studies  in  music  at  the  College  of  Montmorency. 

When  Wagner  returned  to  the  U.S.  from  France  in 
1937,  he  was  engaged  as  the  music  director  of  St. 
Joseph’s  Church  in  Los  Angeles,  a  position  he  held 
for  more  than  20  years. 

These  annual  choral  concerts  brought  such 
widespread  recognition  to  St.  Joseph  s  Church  and  to 
Wagner  that  he  was  asked  to  be  the  supervisor  of 
youth  choruses  for  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  Bureau  of 
Music.  Wagner  began  with  a  madrigal  group  of  12 
voices  that,  by  1946,  had  grown  to  32  singers  who 
debuted  professionally  as  the  Roger  Wagner  Chorale. 

Ottley,  a  soprano  from  Utah,  is  recognized 
throughout  the  West  Coast  and  Intermountain  areas 
as  a  poised  and  moving  soloist  and  known  for  her  ar- . 
tistry  and  a  tone  of  warmth,  purity,  strength  and  en¬ 
durance.  Ms.  Ottley  has  an  exceptional  upper 
register  culminating  in  a  clear,  ringing  F  above  high 
C.  She  has  made  multiple  appearances  with  the  Utah 
Symphony,  both  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  on  tour. 

In  1977,  when  Ms.  Ottley  substituted  as  a  soloist 
with  the  Utah  Symphony  for  the  ailing  Roberta 
Peters  with  only  30  hours  notice,  critics  described  her 
performance  as  “relaxed  and  flowing,  a  gentle  lovely 
stream  of  music.” 

Contralto  Alyce  Rogers  is  a  singing  actress  who  has 
been  acclaimed  for  her  performances  with  the  Por¬ 
tland,  Seattle,  Spokane  and  Vancouver  opera  com¬ 
panies.  Ms.  Rogers  has  been  seen  in  such  roles  as 
Cherubino  in  “The  Marriage  of  Figaro,”  as  Charlotte 
in  “Werther,”  as  Hansel  in  “Hansel  and  Gretel,”  and 
as  the  Marquise  in  “Daughter  of  the  Regiment.” 

Ms.  Rogers  is  a  frequent  guest  artist  with 
symphony  orchestras  in  serious  solo  repertoires  such 
as  Berlioz’  “Death  of  Cleopatra,”  and  Mahler’s  “Kin- 
dertotenlieder,”  as  well  as  their  pops  concert  series. 
She  has  performed  extensively  in  oratorios,  passions, 
and  masses,  and  has  sung  more  than  50  Bach  can¬ 
tatas. 

Baritone  Clayne  Robison,  faculty  member  of  the 
BYU  music  department,  has  sung  extensively  with 
the  Seattle  Opera,  Portland  Opera,  Boston  Opera 
Group  and  the  Western  Opera  Theater,  a  subsidiary 
of  the  San  Fransisco  Opera.  Last  spring,  Robison  had 
a  great  success  as  Escamillo  in  the  Utah  Opera’s 
production  of  “Carmen.” 

Robison  is  currently  artistic  director  of  the  BYU 
Music  Theater  and  is  the  associate  director  of  that 
organization’s  honors  program.  He  holds  a  law  degree 
from  Harvard  and  a  doctorate  in  orchestral  con¬ 
ducting  and  opera  production  from  the  University  of 
Washington.

The  movie,  if  com¬ 
pleted,  will  be  Stensel’s 
first  and  one  of  a  new 
kind  of  Hollywood 
movie,  produced  for  less 
than  $1.5  million  and  in¬ 
tended  for  distribution 
to  drive-ins  and  subur¬ 
ban  theaters.

Disagreement  evolves 


Science,  religion  clash  at  Y

Many  BYU  students  are  unable  to  reconcile  dif¬ 
ferences  between  their  religious  beliefs  and  principles 
they  learn  in  science  classes,  particularly  organic 
evolution,  says  a  BYU  professor. 

“Somehow,  evolution  has  come  to  be  considered 
almost  as  a  religion  or  perhaps  more  accurately,  as 
anti-religion,  equated  with  atheism,”  Howard  C. 

.  Stutz,  professor  of  botany  and  range  science,  said. 

Some  people  may  be  uncomfortable  with  the  issue 
but  Duane  E.  Jeffery,  assistant  professor  of  zoology, 
said,  “I  don’t  find  any  necessary  conflicts  of  the  type 
some  of  my  colleagues  see.  Religious  facts  and  scien¬ 
tific  rigor  are  mutually  compatible.” 

Stutz  agrees,  saying,  “There  is  absolutely  nothing 
in  the  scriptures  which  is  incompatible  with  the  con¬ 
cepts  of  organic  evolution  as  now  understood  by 
trained  biologists. 

“God  organized  his  creations  with  purpose  and 
design.  Therefore  all  creations  were  planned  by 
God,”  Stutz  said. 

Evolution  is  a  continuing  process,  he  said.  “New 
species  are  still  arising  —  it  is  God’s  method  of  ac¬ 
complishing  His  purposes. 

“I  think  the  concept  of  organic  evolution  is  at  the 
very  heart  of  the  gospel,”  Stutz  said. 

Several  BYU  religion  professors  have  expressed  a 
view  contrary  to  Stutz’s  opinion. 

“Not  only  does  it  threaten  religion,  evolution 
threatens  morality  and  the  self-worth  of  man,”  Rod¬ 
ney  Turner,  professor  of  church  history  and  doctrine, 
said. 


“As  evolution  is  usually  stated,  it  is  not  compatible 
with  the  position  the  church  takes,”  A.  Burt  Horsley, 
professor  of  church  history  doctrine,  said. 

Reid  E.  Bankhead,  professor  of  ancient  scriptures, 
does  not  think  Mormonism  and  organic  evolution  are 
compatible. 

Bankhead  feels  the  law  of  organic  evolution  rules 
out,  among  other  things,  the  fall  of  Adam  and 
Christ’s  atonement.  “The  doctrine  of  the  common 
origin  of  life  on1  earth  is  but  a  scientific  theory  and 
should  be. viewed  as  such,”  he  said. 

Turner  said  the  church  has  officially  stated  that 
man  did  not  evolve  from  lower  forms  of  life.  “We 
deny  organic  evolution  where  man  is  concerned,”  he 
said. 

“Where  animals  and  other  forms  of  life  are  concer¬ 
ned,  the  church  is  silent,”  Turner  said. 

In  1959,  LDS  Church  President  David  O.  McKay 
wrote  a  letter  to  A.  Kent  Christensen,  a  member  of 
the  department  of  anatomy  at  Cornell  University 
Medical  College.  In  the  letter  President  McKay 
stated  the  LDS  Church’s  view  of  evolution.  “The 
Church  has  issued  no  official  statement  on  the  subject 
of  the  theory  of  evolution,”  he  wrote. 

“Evolution  is  a  theory,”  President  McKay  wrote. 
“Any  conflicts  which  may  seem  to  exist  between  the 
theory  and  the  truths  of  revealed  religion  can  well  be 
dealt  with  by  suspending  judgment  as  long  as  may  be 
necessary  to  arrive  at  facts  and  at  a  complete  un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  truth.” 

Stutz  said  the  conflict  between  the  two  issues 
results  from  the  conflicting  interpretations  of  the 
scriptures.

The  society  is  open  to 
anyone  who  has  test 
scores  ranking  them  in 
the  top  two  percent  of 
the  population.  Besides 
the  Mensa  tests,  scores 
from  ACT,  LSAT  and 
standard  IQ  tests  can  be 
used. 

“One  person  out  of  50 
is  eligible,  although 
there  are  many  more 
people  eligible  here, 
because  of  the  university 
environment,”  Laney 
said,  speaking  of  the 
Provo  community. 

Mensa  was  started  in 
1945  by  Roland  Berrill 
and  Dr.  L.L.  Ware  in 
England.  The  society 
now  aims  to  include  in¬ 
telligent  people  of  every 
opinion  and  calling, 
without  discriminating 
against  or  alienating  in¬ 
dividuals  because  of 
their  opinions  or 
political  or  religious 
stands. 

•In  Utah,  there  are  80 
Mensa  members,  and  65 
people  waiting  for,  mem¬ 
bership  evaluation. 

Mensa  members  are  of 
all  ages  -  and 


backgrounds.  Thirty 
percent  are  unemployed 
and  a  high  percentage 
are  unmarried. 

Special  Interest 
Groups,  or  SIGS,  are 
formed  within  the 
society  to  cater  to  people 
with  specific  interests, 
Laney  said. 

“One  thing  new  mem¬ 
bers  are  surprised  to  dis¬ 
cover  is  the  informality 
of  our  meetings.  There  is 
no  pretentiousness,” 


Laney  said.  “We  know 
we’re  intelligent,  so  it 
doesn’t  enter  into  con¬ 
versation.” 

“A  high  IQ  in  and  of 
itself  doesn’t  mean 
much,”  he  said.  “It 
won’t  give  you  higher 
gas  mileage,”  he  added 
with  a  laugh.
